TOPEKA, Kan., Jan, 27.~Th® Alliance cau- 
cus that nominated Judge W. A. Pfeffer last 
night as its choice for United States Senator 
to succeed Inga@lis did not adjourn until 1:15 
©’clock this morning. There were seventeen 
candidates andon the ‘‘drop one’’ rule it 
took an equal number of ballots to arrive at 
a final choice. Thelistof candidates in the 
order of the strength on the first ballot was 
as follows: 

W. A..Pfeffer, P. P. Elder, @peaker of the 
House; John Willits, defeated candidate for 
Governor; John Davis, Congressman-elect 
from the Fifth District; J. W. Bridenthal, 
from Chetopa; Frank Doster, Judge of the 
District Court-at Molten; A. H. Snyder, 
formerly a Union Labor organizer; Judge 
Vrooman of Kansas City, Kan.; Gen. J. H. 
Rice of Fort. Scott, W. 8. Coggswell, David 
Overmeyer, formerly a Demo¢rat of Topeka; 
S. M. Scott, James Maxson, W. A. Olds, John 
Hart of Sedgwick County; J. R, Osborne, de- 
feated Alliance candidate for Secretary of 
State, and W. A. Harris, the stock raiser of 
Leavenworth County. In each ballot the can- 
didate receiving’ the lowest number was 
dropped. The namés were dropped from the 
bottom of the ffst in about the order named. 
The balloting Sagi Rexrowed itself down to 
Pfeffer, vine er and Doster. The 
latter was.. onthe four- 
teenth ballot.- The next ballot threw out 
Mr. Elder, end the final ballot 


Judge Wm. Alfred Pfeffer, Senator-Elect. 
stood Pfeffer, 56; Willits, 38. The Elder 
forces take this defeat very titterly and there 
is a rumor that they may nad stand by the 
nominee. There has even been some talk of 
holding another caucus to-night, but it is 
generally believed now that the caucus nomli- 
nee will receive the full Allance vote. At 
noon to-day the House and Smate wili take 
separate ballots on genator. {o-morrow the 
joint convention of both house will be held. 

THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The House was half an hour hte in assem- 
bling this morning. The Allince members 
had been in caucus till long d¢@fter midnight 
and they were late in gettingu). They were 
weary eyed and tired. The ittendance of 
spectators was large and only about half of 
these to whom passes had been issued were 
able to gain admission. The seits and aisles 
were filled and the ocrcewd in the 
lobbies was so great that it encroached 
upon the territory of the members to an 
annoying degree. They wer impatient 
pending the taking of a ballot o1 Senator,and 
it was with difficulty that the !peaker could 
maintain order. . After the usud preliminary 
proceedings the districts were «allied for, the 
presentation of bills, petitions, etc. Each 
Republican member had in His pocket at 
least one and some of them tvce and three 
petitions by old soldiers praying for the re- 
election of Senator Ingalls. The read- 
ing of jthe titles of the  peti- 
tions proceeded monotonouwly until 
an Alliance mhember offered a pettion of old 
soldiers from Meade County praying for the

THE BALLOTING. : ; 

The hour hand of the clock was approach- 


ing 12 on the dial and for five minutes a recess | 


was taken. Promptly at the hour of noon 
Speaker Elder called for order and announced 
that the pending business was the voting by 
the House on Senator. He directed the 
calling of the roll, There were no nominating 
speeches, but the call of the roll was imme-’ 
diately proceeded with. The call was re- 
peatedly interrupted by cheers for Pfeffer 
and Ingalls, and for Gen. GQ. W. 
Blair, for whom the Democrats cast 
a complimentary vote. The proceedings 
occupied only thirteen .minutes. The result 
of the ballot was A. W. Pfeffer (Alliance), 9 
Hon. J.J. Ingalls, 23; Gen. Geo. W. Blair, 5. 
The announcement was greeted with great 
cheering and applause which continued for 
about two minutes; the House then 
adjourned until 2 o’clock. 
IN THE SENATE. 

At noon the Senate proceeded to ballot for 
Senator. There were no nominating speeches 
and the calling of the roll was immediately 
proceeded with; the vote was: Hon. J. J. In- 
galls, 35; W. A. Pfeffer, 2; Gen. G. W. Blair 
(Dem,), 1; Senator Kelley (Rep.); Congress- 
man Morrill, 1. Senator Ingalls was declared 
the choice of the Senate amid considerable 
enthusiasm. The Senate then adjourned till 
2p. m, 

THE SENATOR-ELECT. 

William Alfred Peffer was born in Cumber- 
land County, Pennsylvania, Sept. 10, 1831. He 
isof Dutch parentage. He is a self-made 
man.. His schooling was obtained between 
the ages of 10and 15, when he attended the 
public schools seven monthsof each year. 
At the age of 15 years he was e master of 
a small district school and taught there until 
he was 19. In 1850he caugitt the gold fever 
and went to California, where he 
remained two years. He made considerable 
money and returned to Pensylvania in 1852. 
There he married Sarah Jane Barber and re- 
moved to Indiana. He engaged in farming 
near Crawfordsville. There business re- 
verses impoverished him and he went to 
Southwest Missouri, where he continued a 
farmer. At the breaking out of the war he 
left the State and enHsted in the 
Eighty -third Illinois Volunteers. He 
served until June 26, 1865, having been 
detailed prsncipally on detached duty as 
Quartermaster, Adjutant and Judge Advo- 
cate. During the two latter years of his 
service he devoted himself to the study of 
law. Attheclose of the war he settled at 
Clarksville, Tenn., practicing law. He re- 
mained at Clarksville until 1870,. when he 
moved to Kansas, taking up a claim in Wilson 
County. He moved to Fredonia in 1872, and 
there established the Fredonia Journal, a 
weekly newspaper, at the same time con- 
tinuing his law practice, After- 
wards he moved to Coffeyville, 
Coffey County, and estsblished the 
Coffeyville Journal. In 1874 he was elected 
to the State Senate as a Republican and 
served one term. He wasa delegate to the 
National Republican Convention in 1880. In 
that year he moved to Topeka; assumed 
editorial control of the Kansas Farmer and 
afterwards bought the paper. He has been 
engaged in the publication of that paper ever 
since. The paper has a wide circula- 
tion among the Kansas farmers and 
much influence over * them. He 
joined the Farmers’ Alliance movement 
a year ago and in the spring of last year be- 
gan a bitter, determined warfare against Mr. 
Ingalls’ re-election. The Kansas Farmer each 
week urged the retirement of Mr. Ingalls’ 
and when the late campaign was in its in- 
ception, he directed it so as to make Mr, 
Ingalls the principal object of attack. @he 
result was the election of an Alliance House 
of Representatives and Mr. Pfeffer’s selec- 
tion by the Alliance caucus as the Senatorial 
nominee. 

Judge Pfeffer is an even six feet tall. He is 
quite as slim as Mr. Ingalls, being unusually 
narrow-chested and lank of limb. Thick 
black hair grows over his low, retreating 
forehead. His black eyes shine deep under a 
heavy brow. The lower features of his face 
are concealed by a heavy Diack beard which 
reaches quite to his waist. His volee is deep 
and guttural, but has a pleasanttimbre. His 
manner of speakingis slow and deliberate, 
but not hesitating. Up to a year ago 
he was a stanch Republican, when he 
joined the Farmers’ Alliance. He outlined 
his policy as Senatortoan Associated Press 
representative to-day. He said he favored 
the absolute, unlimited coinage of silverand 
a conservative expansion of the currengy 
along other lines. He was in favor, he said, 
of protection to home industries, but believed 
that the best-protection did not always resylt 
from high tariff. Protection. by tariff, asa 
general principle, he said, was wrong. . The 
high tariff should be called. in to aid 
only the individual struggling industries. He 
now favored an average ad valorem duty of 
20 percent. He was opposed to the force bill, 
Judge Pfeffer published a book on economic 
questions a year ago entitled ‘‘The Way Out.’’ 
It embodied his views on the financial ques- 
tions and favored the loaning of money 
by the Government to individuals at 2 or 8 per 
cent with real estate security. Judge Pfef- 
feris still convinced that laws embodying 
this view should be enacted. 


The Deadlock at Springfield. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 27.—According to his 
own statement Mr. Taubeneck’s vote yester- 
day for Gen. Palmer was intended as a joke. 
It hadthe effect of badly scaring the Re 
licans, who immediately thereafter moved 
and secured the adjournment of the joint

DROPPING CANDIDATES. 

It has been given out in a semi-official way 
that the Republitan leaders have about made 
up their minds to drop Gov. Oglesby and vote 
-for some one whom the three farmers will 
suggest as being satisfactory. Several con- 
ferences have been held, ‘so this. wild story 
goes, between some of the Republicans and at 
least one of the trio of independents, and it 
may be due to these that Mr. Cockrell 
fs reported to have said to-day that 
neither . Gen. Palmer nor ‘**Uncle 
Dick’’ would ever be elected Sen- 
ator. The defeat of Gen. Palmer in 

would be half a victory, and it is to 
this end that the Republican leade®s have 
been directing their efforts. They submitted 
tothe triangle, itis alleged by an excellent 
authority, the names of several! high-taxers 
who belong to the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit 
Association, and in each instance these were 
rejected. Finally, however, it is whispered, 
a name was approved by the leaders and the 
triangle, and this is offered as an explana- 
tion of the friendly conferences of the last 
two days. Soit is announced inan under- 
tone of deep and awful solemnity that the 
Republican-Independent combine is counting 
on electing a Senator one fine day this week. 
As to the Republican dickering for a combi- 
nation candidate there is not the least doubt, 
although the name of the ‘‘acceptable’’ gen- 
tleman is withheld by those who are respon- 
sible for this information. But in the midst 
of all this portentous speculation the ques- 
tion intrudes itself, Can the Republican 
leaders deliver their 100 votes to a man who 
in a measure is said to represent the views of 
the three men who hold the balance of 
power? «If he is a Republican they can doubt- 
less do so. The ‘‘man,’’ it is stated, is prac- 
tically unknown in this State. He is vouched for 
as having more or lessability. He is notrich, 
so far as is known, and politically he was a 
Republican and may be now for that matter. 
The farmers’ platform he has indorsed in the 
main at various times, and he is an ex-mem- 
ber of the Illinois General Assembly. On the 
tariff question he is not in fullaccord with 
the farmers’ demands forreform, but he ts 
pronounced in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. He is also thoughtto be 
for an unlimited supply of greenbacks, 
with no basis in particular except the 
‘‘promise to pay’’ of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. He is likely to champion gov- 
ernment control of railroads and telegraphs, 
and is decided in his opposition to national 
banks. It is not definitely known how he 
stands on the subsidy scheme or the Stanford 
land loaning proposition, and it may be that 
he favors the force bill. 

It is probable that this ‘‘union’’ candidate’s 
name will not be divulged before to-morrow, 
and in the meantime none but those who are 
in the sublime secret can pick out a man in 
the entire State who fills the bill. If the man 
is defeated through the failure of the Repub- 
licans to fulfill their agreement, Gen. Palmer 
will be elected forthwith. 

CAUCUSES AND CONFERENCES. 

All night long and all morning there have 
been caucuses and conferences among the 
Republicans as to what shall be the next turn 
of the wheel. The solid foundation upon 
which the Democrats seem to have 
fixed their campaign for Palmer for United 
States Senator amazes them exceedingly. 
They have hoped to hear of some change of 
base to be proposed by the Democratic side, 
of which they might take some advantage, 
but they now realize the fact that they are 
left to their own resources and they dare 
not offer a proposition to the farmer 
members. They have not a single man to sug- 
gest as a compromise, notwithstanding the 
fact that they cannot elect Oglesby. Five 
votes, the thirty-seventh ballot, were taken 
up tolo’clock, with the same old result— 
Palmer, 101; Oglesby, 100, and Streeter, 3. 
After the thirty-seventh ballot the joint ses- 
sion adjourned until noon to-morrow. 

A matter of interestin the House was tne 
introduction of a resolution by Mr. Moore, F. 
M.B.A., reciting thatthe State Board of 
Rallroad and Warehouse Commissioners is 
now run inthe interest of corporations and 
scheming politicians, and no longer subserves 
the purpose for which it was created, 
and providing for the election of its 
members by popular vote; also that the 
stock yard companies be placed under con- 
trolof the board.-.It was nearing time for 
joint session and the matter was staved over 
by the Republicans by securing time for pre- 
paring an amendment to divide the question. 

The resolution by Mr. Springer to instruct 
the United States Senate against the force 
bill was adopted bya strict party vote, the 
F. M. B. A. remaining silent. 

Among the Dills introduced was one by 
Taubeneck to reduce the pay of mem- 
bers from %$% to $4 per day and 
20 per cent cut on the pay i of 
employes of the Assembly; one by Dr. Wat- 
son to kill the State Board of Health; one by 
Mr. Nohe, to take off the $5,000 limit for death 
by railroad accidents, and one by Mr. Brooks 
for the consolidation of the Supreme Court.

TURLIN GION HANGS, * 


Supreme Court Decision in the Case of 
Sheriff Cranmer’s Murderer. 


MARCH 6 NEXT THE DATE SET FORTHE 


EXECUTION. 


The Doomed Man’s Crimes and Numerous 
Escapes From Prison—Creditors Refuse 
to Settle—Fiendish Females—Held for 
Extradition—Murdered "by a Saloon. 
keeper. | : 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Jan. 27.—The crim- 
inal division of the Supreme Court met this 
morning and handed down a number of de- 
cisions. One of these was in the case of John 
Oscar Turlington, the murderer of Sheriff 
Cranmer of Boonville, Mo. Turlington shot 
and killed Sheriff Cranmer on June M last 
while tryingto escape from the Boonville 
Jail. Since then he has broken jail twice, on 
one occasion succeeding in reaching Ken- 
tucky. About six weeks agohe again broke 
jail, but got no further than Otterville, thir- 


ty-fivye miles from Boonville, where he was — 


recaptured. The decision of the Supreme 
Court sustains the trial court and the execu- 
tion is set for March 6. 


Turlington’s life has been one series of 
crimes and heis a desperado of the worst 
kind. Heissmalland of slender build and 
has more the appearance of a farmer than @. 
desperado. He was born in the backwoods ~ 
of Kentucky and, although but 26 years of 
age, he has a record for wrong-doing that 
few criminals have equaled. He 
is a machinist by trade and a criminal 
by natural inclination. The fellow went 
West when quite young and soon had madea 
record for himself as a desperado. After 
things got too hot for him in the Indian Ter- 
ritory he went to Indiana, and from there to 
Kentucky. Learning that he was being 
watched for he again started West. 
In passing through this State last 
March returning East again he wags 
found by a brakeman secreted ina freight 
car. Turlington, when ordered tojump off 
the train, fired at the brakeman and then 
jumped from the car and made his escape. 
Next day, however, he was arrested and 
lodged in the Cooper County Jallat Boon- 
ville to await trialonacharge of assault to 
kill, his bullet having missed its mark. 

THE FIRST ESCAPE. 

On fhe night of June WM the prisoner 
escaped, leaving the jall over the body of the 
Sheriff in charge. Turlington was allowed 
the liberty of the corridors toa great extent, 
his desperate nature never for a moment 
being suspected. Sheriff Cranmer was alone 
in the jail that evening. It came time for the 
locking of the cells. As Cranmer drew 
out his keys Turlington produced a revolver, 
The men exchanged shots, and Cranmer fell, 


wounded in the abdomen, and the following ~ 


day he died. Turlington was captured about 
ten miles from Boonville. At his trial it was 
shown that a simple-minded boy named 
Hensley, who had been confined in the jail 
for a short time for the 
sion of a misdemeanor, 
so influenced by Turlington” 
had, upon his release, secured a revolver and 
passed it into the window of Turlington’s cell 
the night before. Turlington was convicted 
of murder in the first degree and sentenced to 
be hanged on Sept.17. His attorneys took 
the case to the State Supreme Court. 

THE SECOND ESCAPE. 

On the night of Nov. 1 Turlington again es- 
caped. The people of Cooper County had sey- 
eral times massed to lynch: the prisoner and 
the delay occasioned by the appeal to the 
Supreme court was having Its effect. Turling- 
ton realized that in the event the decision of 
the Cooper County Court was reversed the 
mob would take the law intoits bands. Ac- 
cordingly he fixed a dummy in his cell, re- 
moving the greater part of hisclothing to 
complete the deception. Secreting himself in 
an unused cell he wait until the 
guards had made a final round. Then 
he slipped’ out through the corridors, 
Figding the keys In the outside door he made 
his way tothe street and was free. In less 
than an hour the town of Boonville was 
up in arms. Late as was the hour posse 
after posse of men saddled their horses 
and made for the country found about 
to guard the roads. For a week this strict 
search was continued, but the fugitive could 
not be found. 

CAPTURED IN KENTUCKY. 

On Noy. 12, however, the welcome tidings 
was received at Boonville that the murderer 
had been caught in Kentucky. It was known 
that the man had many relativesend friends 
in the State, and that officers of every small 
town had been notified to be on the watch. 
The rewards, amounting to over $1,200, 
were enough to put every man 
on his guard and ‘Turlington was 
placed behind the bars at Caseyville, Ky. The 
Boonville authorities could hardly believe 
their good fortune when first apprised of the 
arrest. A little later, however, came a tele- 
gram as follows: 

A. Hornbeck, Sheriff, Boonville, Mo,: 

Iamcaptured. Please ask your Deputy Sheritts 
and officers to have me protected from the mob. 

JOHN OSCAR TURLINGTON. 

Sheriff Hornbeck at once went to Je 
City and obtained the proper requisition 
papers. He then went to Frankfort, Ky., 
to have the papers honored. His deputy, W.

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EXPLOSION IN THE MAMMOTH SHAFT OF THE 
FRICK COKE CO, 


+l pitty of the Miners Believed to Have 
Been Killed, 


EIGHTEEN DEAD BODIES TAKEN OUT 
FROM THE RUINED SHAFT. 


Between Sixty and Eighty Miners at 
Work at the Time of the Aocvident— 
Messengers and Surgeons Dispatched 


to the Scene—The Collision at Irving | 


Station—Serious Gas Explosion—Other 
Casualties. 


PITTSBURG, Pa,, Jan, 27.—A terrible mine. 
explosion occured at the mammoth works of 
the H. & Frick Coke Co. at Mammoth at 9 
o’clock this morning. Between sixty and 
eighty miners, Americans and English- 
men, were at work at the time, 
Eighteen bodies have been taken out up to 
this hour (2 p. m.). It is believed that at least 
fifty have been killed. The Mammoth works 
are fourteen miles from nearest telegraph of- 
fice. Special messengers have been sent to 
the scene. 

A SUDDEN EXPLOSION. « 

2:30 p. m.—A special from Mt. Pleasant says: 
It is very difficult as yet to get the details 
of the explosion, although the accident 
oecurred at 9 o’clock this morning. The 
mines are on the Sewickly Branch of the 
Southwest Branch Rallroadand are about 
half way between Latrobe and this place. 
There seems to be something the matter 
with the wires of both telephone and 
telegraph companies, as even the Frick 
employes are almost entirely without 
definite information. At the time 
of the accident there were Wetween 
sixty and eighty-five men at work in the 
shaft, which is nota very deep one. There 
was a sudden explosion of’ gas at the point 
where the men were at work and from pres- 
ent indications it looks as though most of 
them were killed. 

DEAD BODIES RECOVERED. 

At 2:30 o’clock word was received that 
eighteen bodies had been taken from the 
mine. The machinery which runs the fan 
was not damaged and plenty of 
fresh air has been forced into the mine to sus- 
tain the living and toallow rescuing parties 
to enter in safety and bring out the bodies. 
The mine was badly wrecked in places 
and it is not possible to get an 
accurate idea of the number of living or in- 
jured who may be buried or imprisoned. 
There is no fire tn the mine resulting 
from the explosion, so there should 
be definite news in ashorttime. It is said 
that most of the killed are either English 
speaking or German miners. The shaft is 
about 100 feet deep, and has a number 
of galleries. Supt. Keighley, who 
was the inspector in charge at the Dunbar 
mine after its accident, has charge of these 
works. He has organized relief parties and 
is busily engaged in trying to penetrate the 
entries. 


The Irving Station Accident. 

KANSAS CITY, Jan. 27.—The Evening Times’ 
special from Marysville, Kan., says: In the 
wreck on the4/nion Pacific atIrving Station 
yesterday afternoon, it seems almost miracu- 
lous to report only the loss of three lives—-two 
soldiers anda brakeman, names unknown, 
and twelve wounded. All of the wounded 
belonged to the military train. The con- 
ductor of the military train was alone re- 
sponsible for the accident, as he was 
running on time not his own. None of the 
passengers on the north-bound train were 
injured, and all the crew escaped 
except the baggage master, who 
was not seriously injured. A large number of 
cavalry horses were Killed and some so badly 
injured that they wili have to be shot. The 
loss to the railroad comgany is very heavy. 
The conductor of the military train is miss- 
ing. 


A Serious Gas Explosion. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—An explosion of gas 
which shook several houses occurred in the 
cellar of the dwelling occupied by Isaac B. 
Conover and family at 525 Lexington avenue, 
last evening. Mr. Conover and his son, Ira 
B. Conover, his son-in-law, Wm. Bovier and 
David P. Schwartz, who werein the cellar at 
the time of the explosion, were severely 
burned, and Wm. J. Patterson, a gas fitter, 
who was endeavoring to check the escape of 
the gas, was nearly suffocated to death. The 
gas was ignited by a match struck by one of 
the first named four. The injuries of the 
elder Conover are very serious. 


Killed by a Train. 

LEXINGTON, Mo., Jan. 27.—Thomas Ridings, 
one of the oldest citizens in Lafayette County, 
was run over and instantly killed by a passen- 
ger train on the Missouri Pacific, one mile be- 
yond Wellington, this morning.

President Smith of the Journeymen’s 
Union Gives Their Side of the Story. 
James B, Smith, Président of the Journey - 
men Whiteners’’ Union, takes exception 
to the. statement made by a_ boss 
whitener that the. men were willing to work 
ee: 2% cents an hour this’ time 
soon as 
demand 


denounced the Whiteners’ Union as a fraud, 
and stated that professional agitators were 
the cause of the men demanding 3742 cents 
an hour, eight hours to constitute a days 
work, commencing Aprill. Mr. Smith says 
that the present standard scale of wages is 35 
cents an hour, and he claims that 
there is. not a journeyman | belonging to 
the union working for less. **Our 
demand is small when compared with those 
of other trades,’’ says Mr. Smith. ‘‘Weonly 
ask an increase of 742 centsan hour in pay and 
when it is considered that we only have six 
months work a year, that is certainly 
not exorbitant pay. Making eight 
hours constitute a day’s work 
should satisfy both our bosses and their cus- 
tomers. Instead of invading a house in 
the morning before breakfast and remaining 
until supper time in the evening, as is the 
case at present, by working only eight hours 
a day, people will have time _ to 
prepare for us and to clean up before 
supper after we have left. As to the agita- 
tor question all members of the union are 
workingmen and can obtain employment at 
standard wages when there is anything do- 
ing. The union is not composed ofa lot of 
boys or inexperienced men, but men 
who understand their business, which 
is more than can be said of the boss who de- 
nounced us.’’ 

Widbin Bros. of No. 820 Morgan deny the 
statement that the boss whiteners are to 
hold a meeting at their place to take steps to 
organize against the journeymen. The firm 
state that they heartily favor the 
eight-hour movement and paying 
the small increase demanded. They say that 
instead of 874e cents an hour they have been 
paying all their men both winter and summer 
40 cents an hour. 


LOTS OF FUN AHEAD, 


A Lively Meeting of the School Board 
Promised To-Night. 

A special meeting of the Schoo] Board its to 
be held this evening toconsider a report of 
the Course of Study Committee, andthe fre- 
port of a special committee appointed in 
December to make an investigation of all 
matters pertaining to the department in 
charge of the erection and repairing of 
school buildings. The report of the last- 
named committee was submitted at the last 
regular meeting of the board and a lively 
time is promised to-night in the discussion 
of it. 

Phere is considerable opposition to the re- 
port on the ground that the new plan will 
cost considerably more than the present sys- 
tem costs, and that it places too much 
authority in the hands of the proposed 
Manager of Buildings. He can, with the con- 
sentof the Building Committee, incur any 
expense he thinks advisable and his bonds- 
men cannot be held responsible for the waste, 
say the opposition to thé report. 

COURSE OF STUDY COMMITTER. 

The only other matter to be considered to- 
night isthe course of Study Committee’s 
recommendation of the Messervey system of 
single entry bookkeeping. The system has 
been on trialin four of the district schools, 
namely, the Madison, Ames, Wayman Crow 
and Blair Schools, for a year or more, andthe 
committee are very well satisfied with it and 
will recommend its adoption permanently. 
These are the only district schools in which 
book-keeping is taught, but in the High 
School both double entry and single entry are 
taught. 

The Teachers Committee will meet this 
afternoon at 5 o’clock to discuss the matter of 
admitting non-resident pupils tothe St. Louis 
public schools. 

Principals of schools have been instructed 
by Supt. Long to notify the parents or guardi- 
ans ofall pupils attending their schools, or 
who live outside of the city and comein to 
sehool, from home, that the required tuition 
for their third quarter of this scholastic year 
must be paid on or before the beginning of 
the quarter. In all cases of non-payment of 
tuition the pupil must be dismissed from 
school. Exceptionis to be made in favor 
of the children of army officers, but such 
cases must be referred to the Superinténdent 
Tuition must be paid in all cases of children 
attending school and living in the city with 
persons not their parents while the parents 
live outside of the city. This ruling includes 
alsa children having but one living parent, 
half orphans.

Colored St. Louiisaa in a World's Fair 
Sensation. 


A LOCAL COLORED SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
CAUSES THE IMPENDING TROUBLE. 


Hale G. Parker of the -Dumas School 
Wants to Represent the Negro Race on 
the World’s Fair Commission, and Is 
Charged With Being Ashamed of His 
Blood—An Interview With Parker. 


The colored element of St. Louis’ popula- 
tion, and especially the upper circles of local 
colored society, are in something of a flurry 
over developments from Chicago affecting 
the candidacy of a colored S&t. Louis 
school teacher for an appointment as 
a World’s Fair Commissioner-at-large. The 
flurry is caused by the fact that charges were 
made through a prominent journal devoted 
to -the interests ef the negro race 
that the teacher applying for such office 
as a representative of the colored element of 
American citizenship is in fact ashamed of 
his negro blood and inclined to deny his race 
so far as himself and family are 
concerned, The story leading up tothe sen- 
sation culminating this morning is an inter- 
esting one, andis likely to have some still 
more interesting developments. 

WANTS A WOBLD’S FAIR COMMISSIONERSHIP. 

Some weeks ago Mr, HaleG. Parker, prin- 
cipal of the Alexander Dumas (colored) 
School on Lucas avenue, between 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, made 
formal application to President 
Harrison for an appointment on the World’s 
Fair Commission, as a Commissioner-at- 
Large, representing the colored race.. Prin- 
cipal Parker’s application was indorsed by 
letters from prominent St, Louisans, strongly 
recommending him for the position, and it 
was finally conceded that he stood a splen- 
did chance for the appointment 
on account of. his high stand- 
ing and educational attainments, the 
colored principal being a graduate of Oberlin 
College, Ohio, and of the 8t. Louis Law 
School,and having heen a principal of colored 
public schools in §8t, Louls for the past 
ig years, It seems, that Parker had some 
enemies to his candidacy in Chicago and also 
in St. Louis,it isstated, and they have 
taken a bold step toknock the support from 
under his application for appointment on 
the World’s Fair Commission, 

CHARGED WITH DENYING HIS BLOOD. 

In the Indianapolis Freeman.of Jan. 24, 
signed by the Chicago correspondent of that 
leading negro publication, Appears the fol- 
lowing statement: 

Quite a sensatiion was oa last sveek in 
the Ladies’ World’s Fair Department and 
Social Society by Mrs. Hale Parkerof 8t. 
Louis, who has been residing in 
Chicago about two months. Her object 
here we quote as stated by her to Mrs. 
Littie Trent: ‘‘My husband, who is superin- 
tendent of a colored school tn St. Louis, is de- 
sirous of being manager of the colored de- 
partment, though we have never associated 
with colored people. He is willing 
te do anything now for the position. We 
send our children to the white school, so as 
not to become contaminated with colored 
children. Iam here so we can claim Chicago 
as our residence, should he make an effort.’’ 

**Since the publication in the Freeman re- 
garding the gentleman and the naming of the 
colored schools in St. Lonis, the gentleman 
ends with Chicago, and the utterances of his 
wife erects his tombstone in Chicago.’’ 


ST. LOUIS COLORED PEOPLE ANGRY, 

It is said that the abové has also created a 
sensation in this city among the leading col- 
ored people. Itis claimed that Parker is not 
a representative of the colored race, inas- 
much as he is ashamed of his 
negro blood, and iginclined to hold himself 
above his race, anc the statement is made 
that owing to this act there have before this 
time been’ appeal’ made to the St. Louis 
School Board to relieve Parker from his 
position as princiyal of the Dumas school, and 
that it is now proposed to hold a mass-meet- 
ing of colored peqple in his school district, at 
which a committe will be appointed to wait 
upon the Teachd@’s Committee of the School 
Board with such i request made with all due 
formality. 

Principal Parker was seen at the Dumas 
School by a HDstT-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning. He jis a fine-looking man and 
could pass fora Spaniard as his face has 
none of the cljaracteristics of the African 
race. He was puch wrought upon the at- 
tack made on him through the Freeman. 

THE COLDRED PRINCIPAL TALKS. 

‘‘Itisan outfage,’’ said Parker, ‘‘and is 
the work of rivils for the appointment on the 
World’s Fair Commission, who hope to drive 
me fromthe fbld by that means. Itis true 
that my wife has been in Ohicago for three 
months, but npt with the view of my claim- 
ing that city is my home, asIam fully as 
eligible from §. Louis. That she could have 
made the statement attributed toherI cannot 
believe for a mpment, andI regret that she 
has been brougit into this matter. I have 
always been associated with the colored race 
and have spokin in-every colored church in 
St. Louis. 

ATTINDED A WHITE SCHOOL, 

‘*It is true that my littie daughter went toa 
white schoolin St. Louis, the Clinton School, 
but she did so because the school was 
more convenient to our residence, 
and not because I did not wish 
her to assochte with, colored children. She 
attended theClinton School with the under- 
standing tha\ if there should be any protest 
against her attendance she wouid 
at once withdraw. am not 
ashamed of my negro blood, but the 
trouble is that whena colored man tries to 
elevate himself aid family he is accused of 
trying to rise abofe his peOple, and jealousy 
and spitework ar¢ apt to follow. Both my 
father and mother ‘were negroes, and 
my father, J. P. larker, is the proprietor of 
the Parker Tobatco Press at Ripley, O., 
and the inventer of the press which 
he manufacture. I do not know 
of any movemnt on the. part of 
the colored people of St. Louls to secure my 
release from the pesition I now hold, but you 
can easily und@rstand that this charge will 
injure my chanséof béing appointed on the 
World’s Fair ‘Comniission. I attribute it

REFUSED A DECREE. 


DOMESTIC HISTORY OF JOSEPH AND JOSE- 
PHINE WASER EXPOSED IN COURT. 


A Terrible Story of Married Unhappiness— 
A Witness Who Wanted to Fight—Judge 
Thompson on the Relations of Master 
and Man—Court of Appeals.

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A SEPARATE DELEGATION OF INDIANS 
10 GO TO THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Discovery of Gross Mismanagement of In- 
dian Affairs by Ag of the Interior 
Department—Senators Moody and Pet- 
tigrew Mixed Up in the Affair—The 
Situation at Pine Ridge. 


From Our Staff Correspondent. 

PINE RIDGE, 8. D., Jan. 27, via Rushville, 
Neb.—I have been interviewing the Indian 
chiefs on the cause of the recent troubles, but 
an incident came to light to-day which shows 
better than all their statements where the 
real Indian troubles have their origin. Since 
the army officers took charge of the agency 
very grave irregularities inthe former man- 
agement have been discovered, and that is 
the reason Gen. Miles wanted the chiefs to 
go to Washington in the charge of the War 
Department, and for that reason also the In- 
terior Department sent aspecial agent here 
with instructions to take them through with- 
out letting newspaper men interview them 
or know which way they were going. That is 
the reason Gen. Miles has taken twenty In- 
dians to Chicago, from whence they will go 
to Washington in the charge of the War De- 
partment as soon as the Interior Department 
has concluded its business with the fourteen 
who have gone to the capital direct. 

INTERESTING CORRESPONDENCE. 

The following correspondence needs ex- 
planation: 
PINE RIDGE AGEN@Y, 8. D., Jan. 25. 
Mr. John Darr: 

Sirn—The records of this office show that you re- 
signed your position as chief herder of this agency on 
Dec. 5, but lam informed that you were removed 
by the agent at the request of some of the stockmen 
beyond the northern boundary of the reservation. 
Please state the facts in the case in writing and let 
me have papers at your convenience and return this 
paper with your reply. 

Very respectfully yours, Wma. L. DOUGHERTY, 

Captain lst Infantry, in charge.’’ 

The reply was as follows: 
| PINE RIDGE AGENCY, dan. 25. 
Capt. Dougherty, in Charge Agency: 

Yours received. In reply I would say that on the 
16th day of December Dr. Royer asked me for my 
resignation. I refused to resign and on the 17th I 
was discharged. When I asked his reason for re- 
moving me, Dr. Royer told me that he had nothing 
against me, but that stockmen, who were friends of 
Mr. Moody's, had requegted that I should be re- 
moved, and that while he was very sorry to doit, he 
had to doit. The reason that these stockinen wished 
for my removal was because I had refused to allow 
them to turn their cattle on the beef range, which I 
had been instructed not to allow by the former 
agent. J. T. DARR. 

Now that the agency is out of the hands of 
the Interior Department and the excitement 
of war has died away, it is becoming an easy 
matter to obtain information concerning the 
mismanagement of affairshere. This infor- 
mation could not be obtained before, for 
mouths were securely sealed, and no one 
would do more than hint. The fact is that 
a deal was made for the political offices at 
' Pine Ridge,and by the terms of that deal 
Senator Pettigrew was to be granted the 
privilege of naming the agent, while Sena- 
tor Moody was to name the employes. Sena- 
tor, Pettigrew named Dr. Boyer and he 
Was appointed, but when Senator Moody 
cameto his plumshe found that the fruit 
would notreadily fall. He therefore wrote 
Agent Royer a letter scoring him soundly 
for not discharging all the employes and ap- 
pointing men whom he had named to him 
directly or through friends. 

OTHER DISCHARGES. 

Capt: Dougherty discharged yesterday a 
man named Steele, who is on the books of the 
agency drawing payas @ farmer. He has 
not been here for two weeks. and when Capt. 
Dougherty, as acting agent, began to inquire 
about the employes and what they did, he 
found that Steele performed none of 
a farmer’s duties, but / was at 
Pierre doing political work for andunder the 
direction of Senator Moody. The Indians 
complain that when they were persuaded to 
send their children miles away tothe East to 
,be educated, they were promised by the rep- 
resentatives of the government that when the 
young men returned, educated and with their 
trades, they should be given the preference 
whenever work was to be done at the agency, 
even if they were poorer workmen than the 
“white men, because they are Indians, Red 
Cloud and all the others say 
that when the -young men return 
from school they hang. around the 
agency looking for work,and they see it 
given to white men in spite of the Govern- 
ment’s promise to them, and after a week or 
two they become convinced that they will not 
be given anything to do here, so they go back 
to the tepee and blanket and become loafers 
like therest. This, they say, is one of their 
chief grievances and one of the direct causes 
of the present trouble.’ 

In view of the facts related above 
it is not difficult to belleve that this 
complaint is justified by its truth. As 
an evidence of the private proprietary 
right which those who have had this agency 
in their hands seem to feel, may be citeda 
bill which ex-Agent Royer has sent to Gen. 
Brooke in which the ex-agent sets up a claim 
for $109 due him for the oocupancy of the 
agency quarters. 


THE SEAT OF WAR CHANGED. 

Unless the signs fail the seat of war will be 
transferred to Washington and there will be 
avery bitter fight between the War Depart- 
ment and the Interior Department. Gen. 
Miles knows the facts related in his letter 
and he knows more, When the offlees 
of the agency were turned’ over to him 
be made a thorough inquiry into them and 
obtained much information which he de- 
clined to make public here, but it will be told 
in WaShington. It was Gen. Miles’ intention 
to take the chiefs to Washington under the 
coftrol of the War Department. He had con- 
ferred with them, he had them fn hand and 
he did not want to let them go. He was much 
put out when Special Agent Lewis of the In- 
terior Department turned up here unexpect- 
edly with orders to take charge of 
the chiefs and take them to Wash- 
ington without fetting the  news- 
paper men know which route he would 
take and without permitting either the inter- 
preters or Indians to be interviewed. If the 
Interior Departmeent took charge of the 
chiefs, transported them secretly to Washing- 
ton, guarded them there and held council 
with them with closed doors, the real causes 
of Moody’s action ,Pettigrew’s action and the 
stockmen’s influence might never hecome 
known to the public. That is exactly what 
Gen. Miles did not want, ‘go he wired the War 
Department that he decided that it would. be 
necessary for him to bringa delegation also, 
and he asked that this action be approved, 
anditwas. Meantime, Gen. Miles, whether 
intentionally or for some other reason, de- 
feated the scheme of secrecy as far as he 
could. He did not name the chiefs who were 
to go at once and let Mr. Lewis take them 
andslipaway. He delayed it four or five 
days. Meanwhile, Mr. Lewis’ presence and 

purpose here became known to everyone, 
end Mr. Lewis was not furnished with a com- 
oop listof those who were to go until Sun- 

night. It wasthentoo late for him to 
start before yesterday morning and as 
Gen. Miles kept matters in his 
own hands while Rwy was here, 
Mr. Lewis had nothing to do but look on 
while Gen. Miles had the chiefs placed in 
conveyances and taken to Rushville, 
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MILES’ DELEGATION. 

' These will go to Chicago and be. stationed 
at Ft. Sheridan until the others have 
through their business with the Interior 
partment; then they will goon to Washing- 
ton under the control of the War Department. 
The twenty are: 

Short Bull, Standing Bear, Kicking Bear, 
Satters Hindman, Wounded - by - Many- Ar- 
rows, Runs- - Alongside, Good Eagle, Sorrel 
Horse, Lone Bull, Heart-Shot-At, Bad Water, 
Cl to-Home, Spotted Prairie-Chicken, 
Lor?

The Brules are the hostiles, and when they 
see the Great Father they will tell all they 
have to tell without any delay. Gen. Miles 
has also made arangements for that 
shrewd and sagacious old fellow, Red 
Cloud, to join him next month. 

Red Cloud asked permission yesterday to go 
with the rest, and Gen. Miles told him to wait 
until February, for he said that those who are 
going to Washington now are only going to 
make peace. These who gonext month will 
go to talk with the Great Father over the 
great wrongs done their people and their 
future. 

Capt. Pierce, the new agent, who has been 
sick for several days’with pneumonia, has be- 
come dangerously ill.

A MYSTERIOUS MOVE. 

CuicaGco, Ill., Jan. 27.—The dispatch re- 
ceived by Col. Corbin last night from Gen. 
Miles saying that he had thirty ofthe hostile 
chiefs with him en route to Chicago and that 
they would be taken to Fort Sheridan, seems 
to indicate an important change in the plans 
qf the War Department regarding the dispo- 
sition to be made of the leaders of the hos- 
tiles. 

A morning paper says: ‘‘The announce- 
ment that the Indians are to be rounded up 
at Fort Sheridan will cause considerable sur- 
prise, as it had been generally believed that 
they would be taken on to Washington to 
have a pow-wow with the Great Father. The 
Indians themselves, without doubt, share 
this belief, otherwise it would be no easy 
matter to prevail on them to leave Pine Ridge 
Agency and come East. The purpose of the 
War Department in the matter is not fully 
understood,’’ 

> TEMPORARY PEACE. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 27.—James A. Fin- 
lay of Kansas City, Indian trader at Pine 
Ridge Agency, returned home this morning 
fora brief visit, being subject to a tele- 
graphic call from Special Agent Lewis, who 
will shortly leave with a delegation of the 
Indians who are to be taken on to 
Washington. Mr. Finlay reports 
that when he left the agency 
Saturday everything was peacefuland quiet, 
and that Gen. Miles said that he did not ex- 
pect any further trouble, but the general 
opinion of military officers was that the In- 
dians would go onthe war path again in the 
spring, as not over 100 of them had been dis- 
armed and the hostiles would be in good 
shape to renew the war in the spring. 

LIEUT. CASEY’S SLAYER. 

CHICAGO, lll., Jan. 27.—Lieut. Chamberlain 
of the First Artillery, arrived here from Pine 
Ridge yesterday. He says that the slayer of 
Lieut. Casey wasa graduate of the Carlisle 
(Pa.) Indian Schooland a sonof No Water, 
a Sioux chief. His people agreed to surren- 
der himif the soldiers would give up the 
slayer of Few Tails andlet him be hanged 
alongside of No Water’s son, but the soldiers 
refused to agree to the proposition. 

ATTACK ON A RANCH. 

RaPip City, 8. D., Jan. 27.—A report has 
been received here ofan attack made by In- 
dians on the house of Noah Newbanks, a 
ranchman on lower Spring Creek, last Satur 
day night. Several shots were fired at the 
house but nobody was hurt. The fire was re- 
turned, whenthe Indians ran away, leaving 
a trail of blood behind.

TURES A BIG JOB.

Eleven’Bids Ranging From Nearly a Mill- 
ion Dollars Down Received—Sprink- 
ling Contracts Rejected—The Cates Av- 
enue Opening.to Be Reported—St. Louis 
and Suburban Bill to Pass. 


To-day at noon the Board of Public Im- 
provements received bids for the biggest 
single contract ever let by the city. The con- 
tract is for four settling reservoirs to be put 
up at the Chain of Rocks asa part of the new 
water works system. The estimates made 
by the Water Department place the cost of 
the work in the neighborhood of $750,000. 
There were avery large number of bids and 
good competition, as the work is of a good 
class andthe kind the contractors are very 
fond of. 

There were eleven bids received altogether, 
and the prices ran along very close together. 
The bids were made in sections, the contract- 
ors bidding on fourteen separate classes of 
work. The lowest bid was that of the Heman 
Construction Co., their bid being $690,025. 
The other bids were: Allen & Veiths, $820,524; 
Fruin Bambrick Construction Co., $724,050; 
John Hill, $753,910; Smith & Monahan, $727,795; 
Scott Lantry & Co. , $777,848; T. J. Prosser & 
Co., $989,689; Laine & Mulcahy, $842,316; Mc- 
Cormack Construction Co., $709,882; Black & 
Davis, $753,715; Wm. McCully, $749,805. 


Public Improvement Ordinances. 


Commissioner Murphy is much pleased with 
the recent action of the House of Delegates 
in passing a large number of ordinances 
recommended by the Board of Public Im- 
provements and which originated in the 
Street Department. In speaking of the mat. 
ter to-day he said: ‘‘I was very much sur- 
prised at the statement made in one of the 
papers a few days since in regard tothe cause 
of delay in considering bills introduced by the 
board for the improvement of new streets 
and alleys and the construction of sewers. 
The article stated that the board was charged 
by the members of the House of Delegates 
with having too many hearings and recom- 
mending too many ordinances. Yet strange 
to say the members of the Heuse of Delegates 
are the most persistent in urging my depart- 
ment to consider and recommend ordinances 
for grading and improving new streets. Itis 
strange, in view of this fact, that after the 
Street Department makesits surveys, esti- 
mates, plats and reports and the board 
adopts them that the ordinances should be 
delayed by the very members whose constit- 
uents are pushing them hard to look after 
this class of public work. The time has gone 
by when any one department of the munici- 
pal government can stop public improve- 
ments inthecity. We have several hundred 
petitions for street construction in this de- 
partment and we will consider them 
as rapidly as the appropriations 
will allow. The system of steeets 
laid out and constructed under Gen. John W. 
Turner’ is the best inthe United States, not 
excepting any city, and it should be com- 
pleted as speedily as possible. The more I 
see of his work and the more I examine his 
system the more affxious I am to adopt and 
carry forward his methods of street improve- 
ments and reconstruction, because he did 
not plan for to-day or to-morrow, but for 
years to.come and for a metropolitan city. 
The Board of Public Improvements is in full 
accord with this idea and it will carry out the 
work as speedily as possible.’’ 


Sprinkling Bids Rejected. 

The board to-day knocked out fifteen of the 
forty-three sprinkling contracts and called 
for another bidding for the fifteen districts. 
Schuiireman Bros. & Co., one of the combine, 
were completely shut out, having lost all of 
the distgicts they were the lowest bidders on.

CLARA MORRIS IN “ODETTE.” 


A Brilliant Performance at the Olympic— 
News About Amusements. 


The emotional genius of Clara Morris was 
demonstrated at the Olympic last nightina 
way which surprised her greatest admirers. 
Its potency and tear-compelling power have 
perhaps not been equaled on the local stage. 

Miss Morris appeared as Odette in Sardou’s 
drama of the same name. The play treats of 
conditions which could hardly exist outside 
of France. To use acurrent and expressive 
phrase itis exceedingly Frenchy and con- 
tains some disreputable elements not at all 
pleasant to American taste, but the theme is 
treated with masterful skill and affordsa 
splendid vehicle for the Morris powers. 

Count Clermont La Tour, believing himself 
the happiest of men, witha loving wife and 
baby daughter, returns home suddenly to find 
an intruder in his house and to seeure proofs 
of his wife’s infidelity, He drives the Countess 
from her home, separates mother and child 
completely and devotes himself to the care 
and education of his daughter. The Countess 
lives a life-of luxurious shame and for fifteen 
years sees neither husband nor daughter. 
Then, in order that the daughter may be 
happily married, it is necessary that the 
erring mother keep out of France and give 
up her name, which, by the old French law, 
she has retained. Husband and wife meet 
again and, in a stormy scene, the Countess 
forces permission to visit her daughter, who 
has been told that she isdead. She goes as 
a friend of her mother, but with 
the intention of disclosing her identity. 
In an affecting scene between mother and 
daughter the latter so strikes her conscience 
by her innocent prattle of her supposed dead 
mother in whose perfect goodness she be- 
lieves that the Countess sacrifices all her own 
hopes and parts from the child without mak- 
ing herself known, to retire to a convent. 

In this. brief sketch the opportunities for 
the exercise of the powers of the actress may 
readily be seen. Deflance, scorn, repentance, 
grief were depicted with what can only be 
described as thrilling realism. Com.- 
parisons are odious, but one can- 
not refrain from noting the difference 
between the genuine expression of emotion, 
as illustrated last night, and the superficial 
and unnatural acting ofitas was shown on 
the Olynmfpic stage last week. Clara Morris 
with great ease struck a bull’s eye at every 
shot, while the English actress with painful 
and labored effort scarcely touched the outer 
rim of thetarget. 

Miss Morris seems to be the only actress 
who can make one forget that she is unsuited 
to a part. She identifies herself so thoroughly 
with it intellectually and emotionally that 
physical differences are overlooked. There 
was one scene in which Odette, 
while in a gambling den, tells 
of a dream owhich the use of 
opium brings her. It is a dream of home, 
husband and child and thetelling of it con- 
stitutes the most perfect suggestion to the 
imagination of unutterable pathetic grief 
that the stage can furnish. It is one of many 
superb artistic strokes which aroused the 
un nded enthusiasm of the audience. She 
not Onlg touched but rived the hearts of her 
hearers. At the most pathetic passages men 
wept and women sobbed aloud. 

The supporting company was. better 
throughout than any Miss Morris has had 
recently. Mr. J.M.Colvile gave an excel- 
lent impersonation of the Gount, and Mr. W. 
C. Kelley as the friend of husband and wife 
was quiet and effective. Ai unusually bright 
and charming picture of young girlhood was 
represented by Miss Abelene Barrison. Mrs. 
Grace Gayler displayed fine the merits of 
the old school of acting as the Baroness; Miss 
Mittens Willet was pleasing ind excellent as 
Juliette, and Mr. Howard @oveney gave a 
clever hit of character wark as the blase 
Bechamel.. The cast was fairly satisfactory 
throughout.

CONTEMPLATED REMOVAL OF THE NIED- 
RINGHAUS STAMPING WORKS. 


Options for the Purchase of 1,800 Acres 
of Land in Madison County Secured 
for the Industry—Important Sales of 
Vacant and Improved Property. 


An option secured by some real estate 
dealers for the purchase of more than a 
thousand acres of farm land over the river in 
Madison County, pretty nearly surrounding 
the new town site of Madison on the north 
and east, has caused a great deal of talk. 

The business of securing options on the 
property mentioned has been quietly going 
on for several months inthe interest of the 
St. Louls Stamping & Tin Plate Works so suc- 
cessfully managed by the Niedringhaus 
Bros. The firm has paid some money to 
secure these options, but a very reliable per- 
son who is in a position to know exactly 
what he is talking about says it is by no 
means certain that the extensive works will 
be moved over there, When it 
became necessary to abandon 
the present plant at Mullanphy 
and Second streets the Neidringhaus Bros. 
purchased about ten biocks of ground around 
their present rolling mill east of Broadway, 
just south of Ferry street. and intended to 
establish their new works in that locality in 
North St. Louls. Such an enterprise having 
in prospect the employment of 2,500 hands 
requires a'‘large piece of ground all in one 
body, otherwise it cannot be made available 
for the purpose. Since having purchased 
this North St. Louis property a bill has 
been. presented to the Oity Council 
asking that a po n of Main street be 
given over tothe Niedringhaus Manufactur- 
ing Uo. On the-face of it the bill does not 
look like much but it means a great deal, in- 
asmuch as it involves perhaps the removal of 
the entire establishment of the Niedring- 
hauses from its present location toa point 
across the river. 

THEY MAY REMOVE. 

A member of the Assembly in speaking of 
the case said this morning: ‘*The Neidring- 
haus compahy wants a part of Main street 
near its works simply to increase the extent 
of its plant. The street is now valueless 
for all other purposes and would be of ma- 
terial benefit to the companyand the entire 
neighborhood if it were turned over to the 
manufactory. That their intentions are 
serious can be demonstrated by the fact that 
they have taken an option on 1,300 acres 
of land across the river, just above Venice. 
If they are not permitted to enlar their 
works here, they will pack up: their whole 
factory and move it oVer there. The inten- 
tion is to start a regular . village 
which will havea population of about 3,000 
souls to start with, as they now employ 1,200, 
and with their families and the increased 
force on the new work the figures Nad ago:

‘The use of the revelations with regard to 
speculation in silver while legislation on 
the subject was pending in Congress as an 
argument against further proper silver leg- 
islation is absurd, 

It is the duty of Congress to pass such 
laws as it may deem necessary for the gbod 
regard . to 
their effect upon speculative inter- 
ests. The less Congress is  infiu- 
enced by considerations of this kind or 
tampers with the business, legitimate and 
the people the better. 
Somebody is hurt or helped and opportu- 
nities for swindling operations are created 
when Congress goes out of its plain path to 
control or regulate purely commercial af- 
fairs. 

The point at which Congress becomes 
eoncerfed in speculation is when specula- 
tors attempt to influence legislation in or- 
der to aid their ventures, or when Con- 
gressmen indulge in speculation pending 
legislation which affects their transactions. 
This is the disgraceful feature of 
the silver speculation in which it 
has been proved that one Congressman, at 
least, was involved and attempts were 
made to involve others. The abandon- 
ment of further legislative work with re- 
gard to silver would be merely a humili- 
ating confession of weakness, whereas an 
exposure and punishment ofall the guilty 
parties would operate to preserve the honor 
of Congress and the purity of legislation 
hereafter. That is the right way to meet 
the difficulty. 


The Hlinois House has remonstrated. 
against the force bill as a measure tending 
to ruin the prospects of the World’s Fair. 
The Legislatures of Indiana aud West Vir- 
ginia have joined those of Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Alabama and Tennessee in giving 
notice that they will vote no appropriations 
for State exhibits at the World’s Fair till 
the force bill is disposed of , and Wisconsin, 
it is said, will take the same action. Un- 
der these circumstances it is to be hoped 
that the Republican caucus at Washington 
may take advantag® of the vote 
side-tracking the bill for the 
second time to formally aban- 
don it. Oongress has now been in 
session for about fourteen months with a re- 
cess of less than sixty days, and the coun- 
try has been kept in painful suspense all 
that time by @ measure so shamelessly 
partisan and revolutionary that the people 
repudiated it by an overwhelming majority 
at the polls, and the caucus has been utter- 
ly unable to whip its own party into a solid 
support of it. To prolong the buspenseée by 
further efforts to keep all useful legislation 
blocked with the pretense of passing this 
odious measure would be merely an exhi- 
bition of stubborn and stupid malignity.

RAILROAD TAXATION. 

The farmers in the Missouri Legislature 
need not be afraid of hurting the railroads 
or of showing hostility to them by simply 
making railroad property bear its fair 
share of the burdens of State government. 

Railroads are nowhere more powerful 
than at Albany and Harrisburg. Pennsyl- 
vania’s legislation has been notoriously 
and scandalowsly controlled by her rail- 
road tompanies, Yet in. that State the 
taxation of real anid personal property in 
the hands of individuals has been almost 
entirely abandoned to the municipal 
governménts, and for yeafs past 
@ revenue of about $8,000,000 for 
State purposes has been  détived 
mainly from taxes on the earnings and 
property of corporations. The railroads 
aéquiesced in this policy because they saw 
how they could distribute this burden 
among shippers, not only in Petinsylvania, 
but in distant States. The policy has 
worked so well that it is now proposed to 
carry it further by abandoning everything 
except special taxes oh corporate property 
and eartiings to municipal taxation, so 
that the latter may heredfter draw more 
revenue from other sources and not have to 
bear so hard upon land. 

The New York Comptroller recommends 
that all revenues for State purposes shall 
hereafter be faised Without any difect tax 
upon real estate and by special taxes upon 
the capital and business of séorporations, 
corporate sécurities, sollateral inheri- 
tances, bequests atid other forms of per- 
sonal property, leaving real estate to be 
taxed only for county, towh and municipal 
expenses. 

This policy of those two great corpora- 
tion States in the Hast cbviously imposes 
inditéctly a share of their State burdens 
upon the Weat, with the vonsent and ap- 
parently at the suggestion of their rail- 
roads. Itissaid that these failroad taxes 
are more easily and cheaply collected and 
are less felt at home than any other State 
tax; That being the case, why should not 
Missouri have sorieé of the ‘'pie,’’ and why 
should het Legislatufe be adoused of 
‘(Granger Corrhunism’’ for proposing to 
make railroads contribute a larger share of 
the State’s revenues? If railroads are the 
surest, cheapest and most equitable tax- 
collectors for New York and Pennsylvania, 
why not for Western States also?

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THE REBEL WAR VESSELS BOMBARDING THE 
| CITY OF PORTO QUIMBO. 


Regular Troops Hurried to the Defense 
of the Beleaguered Seaport. 


PEOPLE FLYING FROM THE TOWNS AT- 
TACKED BY THE REVOLUTIONISTS. 


The Bnglish Liberals and the Railway 
Strikers in Scotland—Leprosy Among 
the Poor of Russia—The Ozechs and 
the German Emperor—No Cremations 
in Denmark~The Irish Party—Foreign 
Affairs. . 


BUENOS AYRES, Jan. 27.~The news from the 
seat of War in Chill to-day is of a most excit- 
ing character. The war vessels of the revo- 
lutionists have taken up positions in the road- 
stead of Porto Quimbo, and have commenced 
bombarding the city. Regular troops 
which have been hurried to the defense of 
the beleaguered seaport from Valparaiso are 
now quartered in the Lazarena Hospital, and 
the various school buiidings. Such of the res- 
identsofthe place as are able to dosoare 
hurrying away from Porto Quimbo to Co- 
quimbo proper or Lagerena, capital of the 
province of Coquimbo. Seven miles north of 
the port the revolutionary fleet has also 
blockaded the port of Tongoy and the depart- 
ment and the government has dispatched 
'3,000 troops under Commander-Gen, Tor- 
ballis to the relief and reinforce- 
ment of that place. It is reported 
that a battle has occurred at Tongoy between 
the Government troops aad the insurrec- 
tionary forces, but nothing is yet known as 
to the result of the engagement, if one has 
actually occurred. The revolutionists have 
occupied Limach Alto, province of Val: 
paraiso, and have seized upon the national 
factories there after having expelled the gov- 
ernmental director, who remained loyal to 
the fortunes of President Balmaceda. Qul- 
lota, a town of about 12,000 population in the 
same province, has also been captured by the 
rebels. The prolongation of the struggle is 
having so disastrous an effeet upon the prop- 
erty of foreigners resident in Chili, that the 
various diplematic representatives of foreign 
nations at Santiago de Chili have threatened 
to immediately leave the capital and embark 
on the war vessels of different nationalities 
now lying off the coast of Chill unless the con- 
flict is brought to a speedy conclusion. To 
this threat President Balmaceda has respond- 
ed by requesting the memhers of the diplo- 
matic corpstodelay their Geparture for a 
few days longer, within which period the 
government hopes to suppress the rebellion. 


The Kaiser’s Martial Lessons. 

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Whilethe Kaiser preaches 
peace he loses ho Opportunity to. impress 
martial lessons on the people. He has or- 
dered that the long Dridge at Potsiam, lead- 
ing from the station to the-town, shall be 
adorned with sculpture of a military charac - 
ter, illustrating the military glories of Prussia 
under his grandfather and Frederick the 
Great, and intended, itis believed, as an off- 
set to the famous Bridge of Jena at Paris. 
The Kaiser is also educating his brother, 
Prince Henry, to represent him as Regent, 
in the event of any prolonged absence, 
such as a war might necessitate; for 
it is well understood to be the 
Kaiser’s intention, in the event of war, to 
lead his armies in person. Prince Henry ts 
to be trained by Herr Nerrfurth, Minister of 
the Interior, tothe control of general state 
work anda the administration of home affairs, 
anid he will hereafter assist the Emperor in 
the direttion of those affairs, the Kaiser 
reserving military matters for his own direct 
supervision. Thereis much earnestness on 
the part of the semi-official press of Berlin to 
deny that the Kaiser has any taint Which 
would, under the constitution, disable the 
Kaiser from reigning. Hence the refusal, up 
to the last moment, to admit that the late 
Emperor Frederick had cancer. 

DR. LIEBMANN’S DISCOVERY. 

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—The Berliner Klinische- 
Wochenschrifit says that Dr. Liebmann has dis- 
covered tubercle bacilli in the blood of nine 
patients treated with Koch lymph, mostly 
phthisical, but without a trace of miliary 
tuberculosis, while two of the cases present- 
ed no bacilliin the sputum. The result of Dr. 
Liebmiann’s research is supposed to confirm 
Prof. Virchow’s fears. a 

THE EMPBRROR’S INFANT SON; 

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Thé infant son of Kaiser 
William Was baptized Joachim Joseph Hum- 
bert in honor of the Emperor’s grand uncle, 
Prinee Joachim, and of King Humbert of 
Italy. Field Marshal Count Von Moltke, the 
King of Italy and Queen Regent of Holland 
were sponsors, the two latter by proxy. 


The Liberals’ New Policy. 

LoNpoN, Jan. 27.—The Liberals have de- 
termilied té6 wih the confidetice and support 
of the workifig classes by insisting on Gov- 
ernment interference in behalf of the Scottish 
railway strikers ,and unt] the railways or the 
Government conclude to do something for the 
strikers, the Liberals will obstruct the Scot- 
tish railway bills now before Parliament, 
It is claimed that the appointment of 
a comimission, as proposed by the Govern- 
ment, to Make ingutiries and report upon the 
conditions of railway labor would be farcical, 
so far as any effect in relieving the grievances 
which have brought about the present strug- 
gle in Scotland.. The sittings of the commis- 
}sioh wotild be prolonged for months; its re- 
port would be compiled ina htige volume or 
series of Volumes and laid before Parliament, 
perhaps two years from now, and meantime 
the companies wold have crushed the life out 
of the present strike, and consolidated their 
fortes for any struggle in the future.

The authorities, instead of 
moving to stamp ont the disease, have done 
all they could to stifie infOrmation on the 
subject and prevent the truth from reaching 
the public in Russia and abroad. Now, how- 
ever, they have themselves taken alarm and 
steps are proposed to isolate the @iscovered 
cases. It is believed that some of the emi- 
grants to America have carried leprosy with 
them, as most of the emigrants belong to the 
poor and uncleanly class among whom the 
disease finds its victims. The weight of Rus- 
sian medical opihion is that the disease is 
propagated only by contagion. 


The Weather in Hurope. 


LONDON, Jan. 27.—In England, France and 
Austria bright sunshine prevails and rapid 
thaws continue, Havoc has been caused in 
Western Germany by fioods. In Berlin and 
Eastern Germany, however, terrific snow 
storms are raging. The Elbe and the Weider 
are nearly free from tee. Navigation has 
been resumed on those tworivers. Numerous 
wrecks on the Ionian sea are reported. 


No Cremations in Denmark. 
COPENHAGEN, Jan. 27.—Parliament has de- 
cided that, for the present at least, nobody 
shall be cremated iInthat country.

DENOUNCE DOU 
Serious Charges Preferred Against the 
Woodworth Church Pastor. 


A TRIAL WHICH WILL STIR UP THE 
CONGREGATION. 


Mrs. Woodworth Furnished With Sworn 
Statements Attacking Pastor Douglas’ 
Character, and a Hearing to Be Had 
Next Week—Rev. Douglas Makes Reply 
and Challenges His Enemies. 


A climax will soon be reached in the 
squabble inthe Woodworth congregation in 
this city. Rev. <A. Douglas, the pas- 
tor, 1s still laboring at his post, but 
charges including adultery, desertion, 
insulting remarks 
of his congregation, and other 
conduct unbecoming a Christian gentleman 
have been formally made against him. These 
charges are preferred by Messrs. J. F. Ahle 
and F. Wheeldon. Through the advice of Mrs. 
Woodworth, the nature of the charges has 
been withheld from the public -until this 
morning, when it was made known to a 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter, } 

MRS. WOODWORTH’S COMING DELAYED. 

Mrs. Woodworth is at present in Spring- 
field, Ill., but she was expected to arrive in 
this city yesterday. A telegram came, how- 
ever, saying that her departure from the 
Niinois capital had been delayed, and she 
would not be here until next Monday. Then 
the formal trial will commence, Mrs. Wood- 
worth presiding as magistrate from which 
there is no appeal. Shé has an imniense bun- 
dle of papers and sworn documents bearing 
on the case now in her possession, and is 
doubtless delaying her arrival in this city un- 
til she shall have had time to look oVer them. 
There are affidavits, sworn statements, con- 
taining an alleged account of Rev. Dr. Doug- 
las’ life for the past ten years, and are, there- 
fore, very voluminous. In them is char a 
cruel desertion of family, wife and children 
and the frequenting of houses of bad repute. 

HE WAS AFRAID OF THEM.

and give as their reason for doing’so that 
Douglas isa man who is unfit, morally, to 
teach the gospel fromany pulpit.

AN OLD CITIZEN’S FUNERAL. 
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The Late Eben Richards Buried To-Day— 
Sketoh of His Life. 


The futteral of the late Eben Richards took 
place this afternoon at 3 o’clock from the 
family residence, 8525 Franklin avenue. The 
interment Was private. 

Mr, Richards was one of the oldest 
and best-known residents of S&t. Louis. 
He Was the s0n of Ebenezer and 
Theoline Tildem Richards, and was 
born at Brookline, Mass., Dec. 13, 1685. When 
less than 2 years of age he was brought to St, 
Louis by his parents, who came here to re- 
side, His father was in the firm of Davis, 
Tilden & Richards, a pioneer wholesale dry 
goods house, which is now known under the 
name of Samuel C, Davis &Co. Mr. Richards 
entered Harvard College in 1858 and graduated, 
in 1857, and afterward, in 1872, he received 
the degree of A.M. On his return from 
college in 1857 he engaged in the wholesale 
grocery business, the firm being Christopher 
& Richards. In 1862 this partnership was dis- 
solved. The business was continued, how- 
ever, until 1869 under the name of Eben 
Richards, Jr., and E. Richards, Jr., 
&. Bro. From 1869 to 1881 he 
was engaged in the manufacturing 
biiginess.

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Report of an American Beef Grower Con- 
cerning the British Trade—A Revulsion 
ot Feeling in Favor of American Beef _. 
Summer Shipments. 


Last night 8. B. Martin of Fort Worth,Tex., 
arrived in the city and registered at the 
Southern. Mr. Martin isa large owner of 
cattle in Texas and Kansas, and for years has 
been extensively engaged in shipping stock 
to Eastern markets. ‘“‘I have just returned 
from a trip to England and Scotiland,’’ said 
Mr. Martin, ‘‘whereI went to see what the 
prospects of the meat business were. I vis- 
ited the principal markets and made inquiries 
among breeders, butchers and consumers. . 

PREJUDICE DISAPPEARING, 

**t found that everywhere the prejude that 
formerly existed against American beef had 
practically disappeared. Cur inspection laws 
have restored confidence, and the manner in 
which they have been administered proves to 
the English that the chances of diseased beef 
being shipped are so small as to be utterly in- 
significant. The enemies of beef 
have unconsciously done more than any one 
else to prove its soundness. There is now 
only one class of Englishmen who are 
opposed to its introduction, the cat- 
tle- growers. We used to have 
to fight agair the butchers, 
who thought that if cheaper beef were sold 
that their profits would be decreased, but 
they have found that the larger amount of 
their sales more than makes up the difference, 
and are trying to aid us in putting the beef on 
the market. To this there is but one excep- 
tion, those who supply the richer classes. The 
richer families are as a rulé either landhold- 
ers, or those who follow the lead of the fand- 
holders. 

| OPPOSING INTERESTS. 

‘*It is of the utmost importance to proprie- 
tors of farms that English beef should not. be 
driven out of the market by American 
beef as, if this should occur, the rental value 
of their lands would be greatly diminished. 
American wheat has caused a reduction of 
about 40 per centin the rents of fully three- 
fourths of the agricultural land of England, 
and grain has beén very extensively replaced 
by cattle. To attack this is to attack 
the already reduced incomes. of the 
landholders and, of course, they object to it. 
No butcher who handled American beef could 
hope for their custom, and from those butch- 
ers come the only compliments in regard to 
the quality of American beef. All who gell 
to the middle and poorer classes are as 
anxious as We are to have American beef in- 
troduced, as it largely increases their sales. 
To the laborers it ig a blessing such as a den- 
izeh of the United States can hardly appre- 
ciate. The average English workman ig 
lucky if he eats fresh meat three times a 
week, but with our cheap beef he can live 
well. The Cattle-growers, of course, have 
fought use bitterly, but have, done far more 
harm than good. Asso0n as the inspection 
laws went into effect they de- 
hounced them as a sham, and a sharp 
Yarikee trick to palm off diseased meat as 
sound, and said that they would prove it to 
the satisfaction of every one. In making 
this declaration they committed a great error, 
as every ohe was watching them. Whena 
shipment ofcattle arrived they would buy 
the poorest and weakest looking steers, and 
keep them tolet the suspected pluro-pneu- 
monia develop, it being one of their favorite 
arguments t cattle that were appar- 
entiy sound when .shipped would de- 
velop the disease on the voyage. 
In but two instances were they able to dis- 
cover diseased cattle, and those interested in 
the American shipments took pains to sé¢e 
that this fact was brought to the attention of 
the public. The result of the inspections on 
this side of the water were also published, 
and when it was found how few instafices of 


disease were discovered there was a great . 


revulsion in feeling, 
BUILDING CATTLE-SHIPS. 

‘*Millions of Englishmen honestly believed 
that the majority of beef cattle bred 
in this country were unsound, and were 
afraid to\ use the meat. This fear 
has now been dissipated, and the beef trade 
has come to stay, as no laws can now be

Representative Hawkins’ Bill Reducing 
the Charges Made by the Companies. 


M’GINNIS’ POLITICAL REFORM BILL UN- 
FAVORABLY REPORTED ON.

Police Legislation in the General Asoembly 
of Missouri—Senator Miller’s Remarka- 
ble Bill—The Coal Oil Inspectors’ Fees 
—Farmer Members and Their Demands 
—Notes. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Jan. 27.—The anti- 
pool-room billand the measure empowering 
the police departments of cities of the first 
class to detain suspects forty-eight hours 
are receiving committee consideration 
this afternoon. The ._pool-room Dill is 
that presented by Senator Stone, while 
Senator Espenschied is championing the de- 
tention act. The latter measure is strongly 
urged by the police authorities of St. Louis 
and Kansas City, and Chief Harrigan has 
been looked for to appear before the commit- 
tee withdn argument favoring its passage. 
Senator McGinnis has come out as a pro- 
nounced opponent to the measure. He holds 
that the present law, which permits the 
holding of suspects twenty hours is suffi- 
cient. The police authorities take a different 
view of the act and say the ‘‘holdover law’’ 
will serve better towards punishing and pre- 
venting crime if it is extended to forty-eight 
hours. 

IN THE SENATE. 

The Election Committee of the Senate pre- 
sented an unfavorable report on Senator 
McGinnis’ bill to abolish political, central, 
executive and other committees which alm 
to control nominations and the affairs of po- 
litical parties. 

Senator Kyors of Osage introduced an act 
making it a felony to assess any candidate for 
political purposes, and also a felony for any 
candidate to pay such assessments. The 
Senate adjourned shortly before noon until 
to-morrow. 

THE HOUSE. 

Representative Baare of St. Louis this 
morning introduced a bill in the House to re- 
peal the Drabelle school law enacted exclu- 
sively for St. Louls. Mr. Baare’s bill speci- 
fles tnat instead of electing directors at large 
and by districts the City of St. Louis shall 
select one for each of the twenty-eight wards. 
Mr. Baare’s bill, in other words, restores the 
old law Which governed. the election of the 
School Board prior to the enactfhent of the 
Drabelle law. 

Representative Hawkins’ bill to regulate 
telephone charges was givena first reading. 
HAWKINS’ TELEPHONE BILL. 

Representative Hawkins introduced a bill 
to-day to regulate the charges of the tele- 
phone companies operating in the State. 
The bill fixes the maximum for business and 
residence telephones at $50 per annum and $75 
for what are known as “public tele- 
phones. These are the telephones rented 
to druggistsand others who are authorized 
toexact a charge of 10 or 156 cents every time 
they are used by non-subscribers of the com- 
pany. Any telephone .ccompany charging in 
excess of these rates is liable toa fine of not 
less than $200 or more than $500 for the first 
offense, not less than $500 or more than $1,000 
forthe second offense, and $2,000 for every 
offense committed thereafter. The Dill 
specifies that all fines collected by the State 
shail be turned over to tothe public school 
fund. Anemergency clause is attached to 
the billito have its provisions go into effect 
immediately after its passage. The measure 
ie simular in most respectsto the Dill that 
was defeated in the General Assembly two 
years ago afterahardand bitter battle be- 
tween its stipporters and opponents. Speak- 
iig of the bill Representative Hawkins 
said: 

have had this bill 
myself and I am going to leave 
nothing undone to have it passed. I have in- 
vestigated the telephone business enough to 
khow thatthe present fates are unreason- 
able and can be reduced tothe figures givet 
in the bill without working ahy great hard- 
ship on the companies.’’ 


SENATOR MILLER’S BILL. 

Senator Miller’s bill, intro@uced yesterday, 
providing for the repeal of the entire section 
of the Revised Statutes On the _ § sub- 
ject of wills is considered a curi- 
ous measure, though its author 
insists that a better bill could not be passed. 
He holds that a person should arrange for the 
disposition of all his earthly effects without 
making a Will, to be Opened only after his 
death. He holds that wills have led to inter- 
minable litigation and have tied up much 
valuable property. Senator Miller says that 
he does not expect his bil to becomea law, 
but will be satisfied if the points madein the 
act are only given the consideration he be- 
lieves they deserve. 

POLICE BILLS. 

There is no scarcity of bills affecting police 
interests in the present Assembly. Yesterday 
the pension bill, which provides for the pen- 
sioning of police who become disabled in the 
service and their widows and dependent 
children, in cases where they are killed on 
duty, was introduced simultaneously in both 
houses, in the Senate by Senator Espenschied 
and by Représentative Parker in the House. 
The act instructing the Police Boards 
in cities of ovér 100,00 inhabitants 
to give the members of the department two 
recr@ation days every miohth was Also intro- 
ducted in both branches. This bill, it ts iin- 
derstood, has been worked tip by Assistant 
Chief Clerk Rowland of the Howse, who has 
blossomed out a8 a defetidef 6f the rights of 
thé policemen and the ‘‘unhappy lot’’ he is 
supposed to possess. The pension bill ap- 
plies only to St. Louis, as tias besh stated, 
and ig backed by the Police Relief Association 
of that city.

FARMERS’ MEASURES. 

The disposition of the farmers to check 
evils that seem inconsequential to 
some members, but which are  con- 
sidered of more than ordinary im- 
portance by the agricultural members, 
still continues. Late yesterday aftér- 
noona big Datch of bills were presented, 
and among the number were acts to-en- 
courage the extermination of -gophers, 
another to license country dogs that have a 
habit of biting sheep and another to make 
things exceedingly interesting for tramps. 
The farmer members generally say the 
tramp has become such a nuisance that leg- 
islation is badly needed to discourage them 
from sojourning in this State. 

THE NOLAND DEFALCATION. 

During the past few days a report has been 
circulated that the farmer members had de- 
cided at a caucus to ask the appointment ofa 
committee to investigate the defalcation of 
ex-State Treasurer Ed Noland with a view to 
ascertaining what he did with the 
State’s money; how much he  \lost 
at poker, and the identity of the 
prominent and influential persons supposed 
to have won from him. The resolution was 
expected yesterday but did not materialize. 

THE COAL OIL INSPECTOR’S FERS. 

Tom Martin’s bill to amend the coal oil in- 
spection act so as to pay the inspectors 
salaries instead of permitting them to take in 
and pocket all the fees, has been reported by 
the Judiciary Committee with no other 
recommendation than that it be 
referred to the Committee on Ke- 
trenchment and Reform. This In 
the act that provides that Inspector Prather, 
who is now getting all the way from $10,000 
to $15,000 per year in feesin St. Louis, shall 
be allowed $3,000a year for salary and $1,200 
fSra deputy and other clerical hire. The 
Governor’s friends do not like the bill, and 
vigorous steps will be taken, it is understood, 
to prevent its passage.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL MILLER’S BRIEF IN 
THE BEHRING SEA CASE. 


The Document Filedin the United States 
Supreme Court To-Day—Senate and 
Houses Prooceedings—The Gag Rule 
Killed. 


WasuIneTton, D.C., Jan. 27.—The brief of 
Attorney-General Miller in reply to the appli- 
cation of the Canadiag Government for a 
writ of prohibition in tH@¥case of the W. P. 
Sayward, libelled for catching seal in Behr- 
ing Sea forty-nine miles from shore, was 
filed with the Supreme Court to-day. The 
position of the United States Government is 
thus stated briefly: 

The Government of the Unitéd States op- 
poses the filing of the petition for a writ of 
prohibition to the District Court of Alaska in 
this case for the following reasons: 

i. That the Supreme Court has no power in 
ahy case t6 issue writ of prohibition to the 
Sitka Court, because it is not a District Court 
of the United States, being merely a 
Territorial court. He argued further that 
the question of jurisdiction of the 
Alaska court, which the petitioners seek to 
present, cannot be raised on the record of the 
Admiralty proceedings on file with the Su- 
preme Court. 

Second, because the face of these proceed- 
ings shows jurisdiction in the Alaska court, 
and after sentence in such catses, heard 
and argued, prohibition ‘‘will not issue. fa 

In ¢oncluding his argument he held that 
concéding all the facts averred in the petition 
the qtiestion of the jurisdiction of the Alaskan 
court depends upon the extent of the domin- 
ion of the United States ih Beliring Sea. This, 
hé maintained, is a political question 
to be decitied by the political depart- 
ment of the Government—the executive and 
Congress ; both of which have decided against 
y | petitioners’ contention, and this petition, he 
held; must be conclusive upon the 
judiciary. No consideration, whatever, the 
Attorney-General said, had been given in his 
answer to the question of international law 
which is now and has been fot the past six 
years the subject of diplomatic correspond- 
ence between Great Britain and the United 
States with reference to the 
right of this country’ to assert 
a territorial jurisdiction in ‘Behring 
Sea tothe extent of protecting its seal fish- 
eries beyond the three-mile limit ordinarily 
fixefi a& the boundary of territorial jurisdic: 
tion of countries bordering on the sea. Such 
a question, the Attorney-General respectfully 
insisted, is not within the cognizance of the 
a Court and he therefore did not dis- 
cuss it.

AS a matter of 
fact without a certain amount of collusion oh 
the part of the railroad officials the business 
in mileage and return tickets, which form the 
prificipal part of the scalpers’ trade, being 
very difficult tocarry on if conductors exer- 
cised éven ordinary care. 


DESCRIPTIVE TICKETS. 

On round trip tickets sold at a reduced rate 
thé railfoads have placed checks that would 
be effectualif they wefe efiforced. Not only 
is the Owner obliged to sign his nanié to both 
slips, but & description of thé traveler is 
punched outonthe margin from a schedule 
intended to represent all the different phys- 
ical characteristics obvious on inspection. 
Height, size, color of eyes, color of hair 
and séx are indicated, and the conductor 
is supposed to compare the description with 
the appearance of the person wlio presents 
the ticket, atid may at any timé call for the 
signature, in order to compare it with that on 
the ticket.

NOT. MILTON TOOTLE. 


The Young Millionaire’s Friends Claim 
Another Impersonated Him. 


THEY DENY THAT HE HAS RUN OFF 
WITH A COUNTRY GIRL. 


Pretty Belle Golden’s Mother Insists That 
Her Daughter Has Married Tootle—A 
Strange Case Which Is Agitating So- 


What Has Been Learned at St. Joseph. 


St. JOSEPH, Mo., Jan. 27.—The rumored 
rriage of Milton Tootle, Jr.,the young 
onaire of this city, to a farmer’s 
daughter residing near here, has cre- 
ated the greatest excitement in society 
circles and will also cause considerable of a 
flutter in St. Louis, the young man’s family 
having frequently visited there and being 
well known in that city. Many of the 
prominent families of St. Louls have 
relatives living here, and the frequency 
with which .visits are interchanged 
makes the society of the two cities 
rather closely allied. Not a few young la- 
dies in St. Louis, as wellasa number in St. 
Joseph, will be inclined, if the story prove 
true, to envy Miss’ Belle Golden, as 
Milton Tootle is by far the best matrimonial 
catch, financially considered, inthe Western 
part of this State. The family has long oc- 


Joseph society, and are widely known 
throughout Missouri. The father of young 
Tootle was the leading merchant and 
property owner of this city, and was at 
one time Mayor. He was the senior partner 
of the wholesale dry goods house of Tootle, 
Hanna &Co. Mr. Tootle invested largely in 
real estate, and with excellent judgment, ac- 
quiring large blocks of ground in the business 
portion of the city, which have become im- 
mensely valuable. Upon his father’s death, 
which occurred a few years ago, young Tootle 
came into an estate whichis now worth up- 
wards of $2,000,000. 
THE ALLEGED BRIDE. 

The young lady whom young Tootle is al- 
leged to have married is the daughter of ex- 
Deputy Sheriff Cage Golden, who re- 
sides on Col. Tyler’s farm,. three miles east 
of the city, near St. Mary’s Orphans’ Asylum. 
She is a pretty blonde,i6 years of age, and has 
always been regarded asa well-behaved girl. 
The rumor of her marriage to T6otle first 
reached this city Saturday last, and it orig- 
inated with the family of the young lady. 
She ts missing from home and her mother 
claims that she has been .married to the 
young millionaire, who is absent from the 
city, supposedly attending school in the 
East. The girl _ieft her home a 
week ago last Saturday, Jan.17. The next 
afternoon Capt. Bloomer brought her into 
Police Headquarters. When questioned the 
girl said that about 9 o’clock the 
previous evening her tather, who was 
very tyrannical at home had quarreled 
with her and her mother for being up so late. 
The girl put on her Sunday clothes, she said, 
and left home, walking to the city, where 
she spent the night with a friend residing 
at the head of Frederick avenue. Miss 
Golden also stated that she had been on the 
stage for two years with the Sullivan Opera 
Co, and that she danced and her two brothers 
played to violin and banjo. She denied hav- 
ing ever kept company with any young man. 
The girl was sent home, but again disappeared. 
andthe last seen of her was on Thursday 
last, when she was observed down town with 
a small leather valise in one hand and a par- 
cel wrapped in a newspaper in the other. 

HOW THE STORY STARTED. 

On Saturday her father, who was looking 
for the girl, claimed that she had eloped with 
Tootle. Hesaidhe had been congratulated 
upon her marriage by a woman in the South 
End, to whom he delivered milk. This 
woman told him that she had been 
informed of the wedding by the brother 
ofthe girl. This occurred on Thursday last, 
and Golden said it was his first information 
of his daughter’s marriage, though his wife 
he knew was expecting a letter from her. 
The family had purposely kept him in dark- 
ness concerning the wedding. 

Mrs. Golden claims that her daughter 
formed Tootle’s acquaintance last spring, 
and since that time had frequently met him 
in the city. He had called atthe farm to see 
the young lady one day the 
week ‘ before last and was 
to have called again on Sunday, Jan. 18, to 
get the girl and marry her.

They were to be married that 
evening, and before the girl left home her 
mother cautioned her to be sure to havea 
minister perform the ceremony.

dtold her the license was procured a long 
here, but the mother would 
not say where. She could not tell what min- 
ister had married her daughter,and refused 
to show the letter she was supposed to have 
received from the girl, but intimated that she 
was expecting one. 

The friends of Milton Tootle, Jr., deny that 
he has been married, They assert that he 
left here over the Maple Leaf Route on Mon- 
day, Jan. 12, in company with his brother 
and acousin. He went to Exeter, N. H., to 
attend school. 

WAS HE IMPERSONATED? 

It is now thought that some one has been 
impersonating Milton Tootle, as it is known 
positively that he has been at school since 
Jan. 9, and the reported marriage 
with Belle Golden is said to have 
occurred less than two weeks ago. 
Miss Golden’s brother describes a young 
man who was introduced to himand by him 
in turn introduced to his sister last summer 
but this description is entirely unlike the 
genuine Tootle. Mrs. Golden, however, pro- 
fesses to believe that her daughter is really 
the wife of the wealthy young man and is én- 
joying his caresses in some distant city.

' REPUBLICAN CENTRAL COMMITTEE.

PECULIAR HAMILTON. 


INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF HOW HE BE- 
CAME A JOCKEY. 


Macon Advises Dempsey to Retire From 


the Prize Ring—An American Yacht |. 


of Scotch Design—Base Ball and Gen- 
eral Sporting Matters. 


In connection with its account of the mar- 
riage here last week of Anthony Hamilton, 
the great colored jockey, the New York 
WORLD relates some very interesting stories 
concerning the little ebony-hued boy. It 
gives the following account of how Hamilton 
became a jockey: 

One summer morning, eight years ago, 
Billy Lakeland was sitting onthe race track 
fence at Brighton Beach superintending the 
exercise of his horses, when he saw slouch- 
ing down the track ‘toward him, a bare- 
footed little negro, whose face was astonish- 
ingly black. One suspender bore the burden 
of his ragged trousers, and only a portion of 
a hat covered his head. When he reached 
Billy he pulled off the remnant of hat and 
said: 

**Mornin’.’’ 

‘*Good morning,’’ answered Billy. The 
boy stood silent, fumbling with his hat and 
digging his black toes intothe sand. As the 
conversation was lagging, Billy said sug- 
gestively : 

‘*Where did you come from?’’ 

**South Ca’lina.’’ 

‘‘What do you want to do?’’ continued 
Billy, as the boy wentto digging with in- 
creased vigor. 

‘*‘Work for you,’’ replied the boy, without 
looking up. 

‘*Would you like to be my secretary at $10 ,- 
000 a year, or my general manager at $12,000?’’ 
Billy gravely asked. 

The boy fished down inthe pockets of his 
trousers and finally, after great effort, pro- 
duced a much-rumpled note from a Mr. Hock- 
shurst, a friend of Billy’s, asking him to take 
the boy in his stable. He had been imported 
from South Carolina on one of the coasting 
steamers for Mr. Hockshurst, but that gen 
tleman decided he did not need him and 
wanted to see him well caredfor. Billy sent 
the boy up tothe stable, and he becamea 
rubberand an exerciser of the horses. He 
had a good knowledge of pace and a 
capital seat in the _ saddle. He never 
talked toany one except to ask for what he 
wanted, and even then he could hardly be 
understood, for he spoke the patois of the 
South Carolina coast negroes; a mongrel lan- 
guage madeup of Englishand tribal words 
brought from Africa. He followed Billy 
around with dog-like fidelity, and Billy alone 
seemed to make him comprehend what he 
said to him. He was constantly begging Billy 
to let him ride. 

One day Billy put him on John Ledworth, 
one of his 2-year-olds. 

‘‘What’s the name?’’ asked the Secretary of 
the Brighton Beach track. 

‘*‘Hamilton,’’ said the boy. Nobody had 
thought of bothering about his name upto 
thattime. He rode the colt all right, but did 
not win. After that he obtained a number of 
mounts, and, as he always rode well, the 
horses given him kept improving in quality. 
When he got good horses he began to win, 
and his fame spread about Brighton Beach. 
Everybody who thought he had a chance with 
his horse wanted ‘‘Lakeland’s nigger.’’

MERCHANTS’ TERMINAL. 


THE ELEVATED STRUCTURE ON THE 
LEVEE NEARLY COMPLETED. 


The Surprising Amount of Work That 
Has Been Done—The Change Which 
Has Been Effected on the River Front 
—Appearance of the Elevated. 


The St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal 
Railway enterprise, an undertaking of 
greater importance to the commercial and 
manufacturing interests of this city than any 
since the great Eads bridge, is rapidly near- 
ing completion and the engineer in charge of 
the work says it willbe finished in March. 
It is remarkable with what energy and suc- 
cess this vast improvement has been pushed 
since it was just started, a little over a year 
ago. Within that period one of the best 
modern railway bridges that crosses a stream 
has been made to span the Mississippi River, 
millions of dollars’ worth of property has 
been purchased and acquired by condemna- 
tion proceedings for terminaland depot pur- 
poses, and an elevated roadway nearly two 
miles long, the most substantial and costly 
ever built anywhere, has been constructed 
along the river front from Carr street south 
to Plum and west into the Mill Creek Valley. 


SURPRISING PROGRESS. 

The average citizen who rarely sees the 
Mississippi River would be astonished at the 
change that has taken place all along the 
wharf within the past few months. From the 
foot of Pine street, up and down the Levee 
street curb,as far as can be seen in either 
direction, there isan immense elevated iron 
structure reaching to the top of the second- 
story windows of the 9ld warehouses. 

It sweeps round the bend of the riverona 
line with the sidewalk and passes wnder one 
of the arches of the Eads bridge, beneath 
which, from the top of the highest freight 
car, there will be fourteen feet of space. 
Carr street is the northern end of the elevated 
structure. It crosses the Missouri Pacific 
tracks and coal sheds diagonally in a south- 
westerly course over Poplar street, and con- 
tinues the curve in the same direction to 
Main and Plum street. From there the 
course to Eighth street just north of Gratiot 
is pretty nearly straight across blocks and 
streets tothe proposed depot site extending 
along the north line of Gratiot street all the 
way from Eighthto Twelfth. Most readers 
of the Post-DIsPATcH know about the pur- 
chase of the right of way described and the 
buying of the Germania Club property and 
otner adjacent fealty by the Merchants’ Bridge 
people for depot purposes. Residents of the 
southern part of the city riding on the Fourth 
street and the Broadway cable lines have 
seen substantial twoand three-story dwell- 
ings and business houses torn away to make 
room forthe iron horse to travel over the 
elevated road, andthey may have noticed 
masons building symetrical piers of brick 
and stone at crossings to carry the struct- 
ure over the streets, but very few 
have any idea of what has already been ac- 
complished on the line. There the elevated 
road has been completed and ties laid upon it 
ready. for the rails. The construction ts 
simple as itis substantial in appearance. It 
is arranged in spans of about 80 feet, carried 
on steel columns 20x23 inches square, and 
wide enough apart to accommodate a double 
track railway for the heaviest freight loco- 
motives made. 

APPEARANCE OF THE ELEVATED. 

Extending laterally from the top of these 
columns of riveted steel there are steel gird- 
erson which theties arelaid. Every alter- 
nate span is braced at the top with steel 
lattice work, leaving an open h of 
fourteen feet at the lowest place along the 
levee front. Under the street going 
down to the river there is a clear headway 
from the pavement of twenty to thirty feet. 

The columns are some obstruction, to ve- 
hicles pra rporrgen warehouses, but it can 
not be said that this,slight impediment has 
injured business down there in the least; 
wagons and drays draw up tothe curb and 
take their loads from the warehouses as 
usual, while over the sidewalk teaee 
is a clear space to the sky.

Sixth and at Seventh street, whera the track 
strikes the surface of the ground. 

On theeast side of Main street between 
Carr and Biddle, and on the west side of Main 
between Biddle and Ashley streets, the 
greater portion of two blocks have been 
cleared of buildings for freight depot pur- 
poses. 

From Second street west the elevated 
structure is yet to be raised, but that work 
will not take long to finish for itis being 
pushed by asmany men ascan be engaged 
there, 

WILL ADD TO THE SHIPPING FACILITIES. 

The East End or old business section of the 
city between Third street and the river, Carr 
street onthe northand Chouteau avenue on 
the south, will be greatly benefited by this 
elevated road. Probably the greatest benefit 
willaccrue tothe property between Market 
Street and Washington avenue, as the ele- 
vated road is nearly on a level with 
Main street and has been designed and 
constructed with a view to running switches 
from it westward into warehouses along the 
route. This willadd materially to the ship- 
ping facilities of the locality and make that 
old quarter of the city more valuable in the 
future than it was evenin its palmy days of 
Mississippi River steamboating.
